There was an interesting meeting 


at Bigelow church"" last; evening ol 
those interested in the plan to form a 
Federation ol Christian Workers. 


The meeting last night was not 


supposed to be a public one, and in 
consequence there was only a small as- 
semblage cf people at the church. 
Only those deeply interested were on 
hand. 


The meeting was called to order by 


L. H. Murphy, who stated that at the 
former , or first meeting, held at the 
council chamber last month it was 
decided to hold the next meeting at 
Bigelow M. E. church Monday even- 
ing, December 19th, and the minutes 
had been left in his charge as tempor- 
ary secretary. 


He suggested that the first thing 


in order was the election of a chair 
man and secretary. 
Dr. Alderson 


suggested the name of Geo. D. Scud- 
der, who declined. Sam'l Reed was 
then suggested and he was elected 
by a unanimous vote, and, on motbo 
of Geo. D. Selby, J. M. Graham was 
elected secretary. 
The 
secretary 


read the minutes of the previous 
meeting and announced that the con- 
stitution had been signed at that 
meeting by thirty-three 
members. 


Later the list was circulated by L. 
H. Murphy and twenty-two addition- 
al names were secured. 


Dr. Alderson suggested the reading 


uf the constitution , and one secre- 
tary not being able to read it to the 
satisfaction of Dr. Alderson, the lat- 
ter read it himself. The constitution 
was prepared by Messrs. Drake, Tit- 
us, Selby, Davis and Harp. 


According to the constitution, the 


object of the association, as organ- 
ized, is for the moral and spiritual 
upbuilding and welfare of the people, 
and all men who are in sympathy 
with the movement are invited to 
become 
members. 
Dr. Alderson 


stated that the work of the Federa- 
tion was to be vested in a board of 
managers, composed of the ministers 
of the Protestant churches and two 
members of each church, selected by 
the congregation. 


At this point Chairman Eeed stat- 


ed that he had arrived at that point 
where he did not know what was next 
in order, and, to use his own words, 
inquiringly asked, "Where are we 
at?" 


Dr. Tappan rose to a point o£ or- 


der and wished to know if the consti- 
tution provided that only men should 
become members, as it 
distinctly 


stated "persons," it was surmised by 
many that either sex could join. 
He had been spoken to in reference 
to this subject and he wished to know. 
After some little discussion, in which 
Chairman Eeed joined, it was decided 
at the suggestioon of Dr. Alderson, 
that thft wording of the'constitution 
be so changed as to read" "men" in- 
stead of "persons." 


The names of the ministers of the 


various churches were called for and 
the following responded tc 
their 


names: Dr. Alderson, Second Pres- 
byterian; Dr. Tappan, First Presby- 
terian; Rev. Koch, German M. E.; 
Rev. Herron, All Saints; Kev. Miller, 
Sixth Street M. E.; Eev. Hargett 
Bigelow M. E.; Eev. Tuttle, First 
Baptist; Eev Harp, Christian. 


At the call for selected names as 


members of the^board of directors, the 
follwing names were called: Bige- 
low M. E. church, Geo. D. Selby, L. 
H. Murphy; German M. E., L. BIo- 
meyer, J. M. Wendelken; Sixth Street 
M. E., Mr. Donaldson,W. B. Anderson; 
Allen Chapel, J. H. Scott, Jos. John- 
son; All Saints, no report; First Bap- 
tist, W. F. Whitney, E. E. Peebles- 
Christian, Dr. Davis, Dr. Smith- 
Manly, J. M. Fowler, J. H. Farmer; 
First Presbyterian, Dr. P. J. Kline, 
Floyd Knowles; Second Presbyterian, 
S, .O Titus, Irving Drew; Findlay 
Street.M. E., J. W. Grayson, Jno. 
Farley. 
Following the reading of the names, 
Dr. Tappan suggested that the board 
retire, which they accordingly did, 
adjourning to an ante-room, leaving 
the audience composed of Chairman 
Eeed, Secretary Graham, J. E. Mil- 
ler, Judge Ball, E. A. Mitchell. Geo. 
D. Scudder, Capt. Miller, G. D. Wait 
J. H. Barnett, P. E. Selby and W. G! 
Draper, to await their deliberations. 
The audience grew tired of waiting 
and finally George D. Scudder moved 
thattheaudienceadjourn. The motion 
was carried, and those present went 
out into the night, leaving the jani- 
tor to await the coming of the board. 
At 9:40 the board adjourned, after 
electing Dr. Alderson president.
